Several  caeca  of  mild.  form  of  Diphtheritic  throat  were 
notified  during  the  year  in  the  district.  There  was  no  death  from 
any  of  there  capes.  I  visited  each  case  and  gave  instructions 
to  the  Council1*  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  prevention  of  the 
spread  of  the  disease  and  considered  it  prudent  to  clone  the  village 
School d«  for  a  fortnight  from  the  8*h  Fov ember  1906,  during

The  Yeomanry  Cang>  was  again  occupied  by  Voluntary 
Troops  hut  nothing  to  interofere  with  the  health  or  the  inhabitants 
occurred.  The  patent  Brick  Factory  at  Hightoim  hap  had  several 
latent  and  alternating  active  periods  during  the  year;  but  I 
believe  It  in  at  present  Inactive.  The  process  la  not  injurious 
to  health,  as  I  have  nde  a  personal  inspection  of  the  premises 
and  no  case  of  disease  amongst  the  operators  that  could  be  traced  to 
the  Factory  workings  cone  *o  my  kno'  ledge. 

There  i e  only  one  dairy-  this  has  been  registered  and 
conforms  to  the  regulations  which  will  shortly  be  in  force  in 
the  district* 

There  are  no  residents  In  the  district  who  bring  hone 
work  from  any  factory  or  workshop. 

The  district  at  the  flight  own  section  is  decidedly 
progressive  and  a  naioh  larger  population  may  reasonably  be 
expected  during  the  next  few  years  when  the  line  of  building 
operations  has  extended. 

There  have  be*n  registered,  in  the  district  during  the  past 
Fear  11  births  and  5  deaths.  As  the  population  is  estimated  at  600, 
this  gives  us  a  birth  rate  of  18*?  per  1,000  and  a  death  rate  of 
B.5  per  1,000  of  the  population.  Infantile  mortality  is  at  the 
rate  of  90  per  1,000  births.

As  before  stated  the  district  has  not  be<°*n  quite  so 
fortunate  as  the  previous  year  as  regards  epidemic  disease. 

Nothing  further  has  transpired  as  regards  the*  proposal  of 
amalgamation  scheme  for  sewerage  purposes  for  the  districts  of  Ore at 
and  Little  Crosby  mooted  during  the  previous  year.
